Reason for Allowability 

The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason for 
the allowance is the including, in combination with other limitations recited in the claims, the 
following particular inventive features: 

Coupled stator yokes housing the bobbin therein and having a cutout for allowing the 
terminal block to protrude therethrough, and said cutout having a width adapted to allow said 
terminal block to circumferentially shift rotationally about a center of an axial direction of 
said coil bobbin. 

Comparing to the prior-art of the record, the most relevant ref is Kato (UPS 4,924,124) 
disclosing a stator assembly having coupled stator yokes housing the bobbin therein and having a 
cutout for allowing the terminal block to protrude therethrough. Kato particularly discloses the 
wire leads (25-29) extending from the opening (21) to the outside of the motor cover are inserted 
from the insertion port (22b) into the outlet (22a) and slightly slackened. In other words, Kato 
discloses the wire leads themselves being routed out the cutout and inserted into the wire outlet, 
wherein the wire leads are being slightly slackened, not the connector terminal being smaller 
than the opening so that the terminal would be slightly slackened in order to circuferentially shift 
rotationally aobut a center. Thus, none of the prior art references of the record, either stand alone 
or in combination, has taught or suggest the above-mentioned features in combination with other 
limitations recited in the claims.
